400 ALABAMA CHILDREN 
AFFECTED BY LABOR LAW 

Monteomery, Ala., Sept, 26.—Ap- 
proximately 400 children of the state, 
between 14 and 16 years of age, are 
affected by the child labor laws re- 
quiring a work certificate from the 
county board of education attesting 
the child's age, edueation and health, 

A much larger number of children 
work (luring the summer vacation, 
The majority of these return to school 
in the fall. About 400, cach year, 
remain at work. The temporary 
child labor certifificates of these, per- 
mitting their employment in the sum- 
mer, must be replaced by permanent 
cortifieates.  ~ 

The obligation to insist upon a child 
labor certificate is made a misde- 
meaunor by law, and is punishable by 
u fine of from $10 to $100, 

A child, to obtain a certificate, must 
be at least 14 years of age, and have 
finished the sixth grade. If he is 16 
years old, or has completed the eighth 
vrade, he may stop school to work 
without a work certificate, but he 
must have an age certificate, 

This does not mean, however, that 


he may stop school and not work, 
The compulsory edueation laws of 
the state forbid that. The strict en- 
forcement of the compulsory educa- 
tion law, experts say, would elimi- 
nate the neeessity for state child la- 
bor inspectors.
